Pharaoh's

If persistency pays off, Ed 
Kunkel of Warren, a former 
Leetonian, may see acceptance 
of his long-held theory on how 
the Egyptian pyramids were 
constructed. 
Accompanied by his longtime 
friend, James Ciminelli of Lee­ 
tonia. Kunkel visited the pyr­ 
amids early this month, seeing 
for the first time the evidence 
that he has maintained for 37 
years offers 
proof that 
the 
Egyptians used water locks and 
a pump to erect what have been 
commonly regarded as monu­ 
ments to pharaohs and their 
queens. 
The evidence is contained in 
the vast interior of the Great 
Pyramid at Giza, which, Kun­ 
kel maintains, is the remnants 
of a water mjmp — “ Pharaoh’s 
Pump” he called it in a book­ 
let he first published and copy­ 
righted in 1962 and revised and 
enlarged in 1967.

WITH THE HEADS of state of the disputing 
nations talking both bellicosely and with great 
seriousness, the prospect for 
peace in the 
Arab-Israeli conflict grows ever dimmer. 
The tit-for-tat complex of the fighting appar­ 
ently has been both recognized and accepted by 
the combatants as a prestige matter. This in it­ 
self is an escalation factor of exceeding danger. 
Meanwhile, the United Nations’ peace-keep­ 
ing cares have been totally incapable of halt­ 
ing the inflammatory actions of eithei side. 
And so far the Big Four nations—the United 
States, Great Britain. Russia and France — 
have had no more success in cooling off the 
tempers of the Arabs and Israleis. 
For the incidents go on, the fighting goes on, 


more lives are lost, more blood is spilled, even 
more enmity develops and the job of restoring 
peace becomes incredibly more difficult. 
Perhaps, if another full-scale war between the 
Middle East nations seems inevitable, and in 
view of the seeming inability of any nation or 
group of nations to retore peace, it would De 
wise for the Big Four Nations and, hopeful!/, 
all other nations to dramatically sign an agree­ 
ment declaring that no signatory would, in any 
way, assist either of the warring nations—pro­ 
vided no other nation did. 
This would allow the Arabs and Israelis to 
settle their own particular grievances militari­ 
ly, since it seems they will not do so by nego­ 
tiation. It would tend to isolate the fighting in 
that particular arena with the result that the 
firs of war would burn themse’ves out more 
quickly and without involving other countries. 


GETTING SUCH AN agreement between the 
Soviet Union and the Western nations might be 
exceedingly difficult in view of the massive sup­ 
port Russia already has given the Arabs and 
the aid the Western nations have given Israel. 
But, if there is, indeed, any sincerity on the 
part of these nations when they speak of desir­ 
ing peace, an agreement to keep “hands off” 
the fighting in the Middle East should not be 
unobtainable. 
Certainly it is preferable to involvement in 
World War III.

Columbiana Levy’s Importance 
We sincerely hope the people of the Colum­ 
biana Exempted Village School District will 
maintain their present high quality of educa­ 
tion by voting YES on the 5-mill levy at the 
May primaries Tuesday. 
With the cost of living rising constantly, it 
is vitally necessary for the maintenance of 
the present high standard of education that 
money be provided to do this. 
At the present time the Columbiana teachers 
(even with the last increase) are among the 
lowest paid in the county and surrounding area, 
and the money spent per pupil in our district 
is second from the bottom. Many textbooks 
which are being used are one published m the 
1960's and with all the changes being made in 
every field these textbooks should be updated 
for the benefit of the students. We need audi- 
visual resources and research materials for 
our library. The list is endless. However, the 
teacher who is still a particularly necessary 
adjunct must be considered also. 
Because of much higher salaries in ciher lo­ 
cations we shall lose many teachers this year, 
the main reasons for this are not that they wish 
to leave our community but that they cannot 
support their families with the money they 
make and must “moonlight” in other jobs to 
do so. 
We are proud of our schools and we’d like 
to keep them topnotch in every department. 
Please let us explain the cost of this request 
and our reasons for asking you, the voters, 
to assist us: 
A 5-mill levy will cost you, Mr. and Mrs. 
Homeowner, for a home with a selling price 
of $14,000 and with an assessed value of $6.020 
about 8c per day—one coke less than usual and 
the tax is paid and your child can have quality 
education! For $2.40 a month—the price of one 
dinner out, two golf balls, 18 holes of golf, six 
packs of cigarettes, about five lines of bowlirg, 
four swim tickets, maybe two tickets to a mov­ 
ie, one play ticket, etc. 
For less than one dime you have your schools 
with the present (many thanks to you!) new

and modernized buildings, also provide ade­ 
quate equipment and teachers’ salaries which 
are comparable to surrounding districts. 
The sales value of your house is $14,000 the 
assessed value is $6,020 which is 43% of its 
value—$28 per year or 8c per day—this is the 
only cost to you and for us it means staying 
in Columbiana, the “Biggest Little Town in 
Ohio,” a place in which we enjoy living, teach­ 
ing, and guiding your children. 
The five mills is divided in this way, or will 
be. if you pass the levy for us: 3.5 mills for 
administrators, teachers, and non-certiiicated 
personnel salaries and 1.5 mills for board op­ 
erating funds. 
The local support for the operation of our 
schools is provided by a mi'lage of 20. There 
is only one school in the Columbiana County- 
Southern MahoningCounty area which has a 
lower millage for operation. 
If our present standard of education is to be 
maintained our salaries must be competitive 
especially with those schools in our immediate 
area. Under the present structure there appears 
to be only one source for additional operating 
revenue and that is an additional operating 
levy for which we urgently request your sup­ 
port! Our schools and our young people need 
the support of the voting citizens of our com­ 
munity.

Labor's Banana Currency 


WASHINGTON — The other day one weary 
wit, shutting his government office at midnight, 
suggested that SDS should stand for Slow Down 
Swiftly—because the building and construction 
trades unions are restructur­ 
ing society at their own pace 
and pay, now within a few 
pennies of $10 an hour in 
many areas. 
At this rate, the cost of 
even a lean-to will be so pro­ 
hibitive the nation had better 
not work itself into a depres­ 
sion which would create a de­ 
mand for 1930 vintage shanty­ 
towns.

This is renewal time for 550 major contracts 
— and the union demands are awesome. In 
Kansas City, the ironworkers union has been 
demanding a one-year wage increase of $4 an 
hour, or, on a 40-hour basis, $160 a week per 
man. 
In Buffalo, N.Y., where the state and the 
community have been planning a $1.8 billion 
project, the city has been stirred by demands 
for a 56.9 per cent construction trades hike over 
a three-year period. 
After a 26-day strike in Miami, the bricklay­ 
ers won a $2.85-an-hour increase (or $114 a 
week), bringing the average pay to $8.37 an 
hour in 1971. The laborers won a $100-a-week 
per man increase — jumping from $3.65 to $6.15 
an hour. 


THIRTY AND FORTY per cent wage increas­ 
es above the current $5- and $6-an-hour base 
are as common as Molotov cocktails these 
days. And government officials expect that con­ 
struction strikes in the next four or five weeks 
will be as ubiquitous as college seizures. No 
hysterical outlook, this. There were 977 con­ 
struction strikes in 1968. 
Pacts covering 400,000 skilled craftsmen ex­ 
pire in May and June. If the past is prelude, 
judge for yourself: in the past weeks, some $2 > 
billion worth of road, school,housing, and com­ 
mercial building have been paralyzed by walk­ 
outs of 100,000 craftsmen. 
So, leaders of the Associated General Con­ 
tractors are jetting over to England. There on 
May 12 they’ll sit with the wizards of Lloyd’s of 
London to wrap up a strike insurance policy. 
It won t take effect this year. But arrange­ 
ments will be made to stand off the 1970 as­ 
sault. Contractors will be able to insure them­ 
selves for anywhere from $1,000 daily *o 
$100,000 a day for a maximumom of 60 days. 
Premiums will run from $3,000 to $360.000. 
According to the Will Rogers-ish executive 
director of the AGC, William Dunn, the formal 
strike insurance policy will be tailored to the 
needs of contractors big and small, depending 
on the overhead and size of the business. 


“THERE WILL BE a board of advisors,” 


mm* 


says the harassed Mr. Dunn, “which will decide 
whether there is a bona fide strike, when the 
payments should be made by Lloyd's. Someone 
has to decide and certify a stoppage, and the 
committee will be made up of people in our In­ 
dustry. We expect some 5,000 to 6,000 firms, 
doing some $20 billion annually, to sight up for 
this insurance.” 
It’s expensive, but the contractors say they’re 
up agaist a brick wall — and so is the nation. 
They point to what their fellow contractor 
Red Blount said just before President Nixon 
named him Postmaster General. 
. . Settlements have been reached in city 
after city of 30 to 40 per cent per year,” he as­ 
serted. “This sounds like some of the inflation • 
generating increases in some of the Latin-A* 
merican countries.” 
Mr. Blount is a careful man, even if you don’t 
get your mail on time. He meant what he said 
about banana currency. Contractors, who never 
“poormouth” it, are horrified by the wage 
charts. 


AND THEY WARN that the public should be, 
too. 
Carl M. Halvorson, president of the Associat­ 
ed General Contractors, has charged the build­ 
ing trades with being an “elite corps” doing 
damage to the rest of the labor movement and 
the working public. The building unions insist 
on wages that are out of line with what other 
workers get for the same skills. 
“Thus school teachers, auto workers, police­ 
men must all work longer hours to be able to 
pay for the increased cost of housing and 
schools and hospitals that result from construc­ 
tion workers’ higher labor costs,” says Halvor­ 
son. 
Privately, other labor leaders cuss out the lo­ 
cal construction union officials who set wage 
standards which can’t be met, or paid, in the 
rest of industry. The rank and file storms into 
union halls bearing tales of what some brother- 
in-law or neighbor gets as an increase in his lo­ 
cal bricklaying, masonry, carpentry or steam- 
fitting ($10.45 an hour in St. Louis) fields. Who 
in the soft goods, or mass production, or ser­ 
vice trades can match a $100-a-week raise or a 
$10-an-hour cost package? 
So the construction contractors have decided 
to fight back. Not only have they worked up the 
strike insurance policy for next year, but they 
have wired President Nixon urging him to mo­ 
bilize the cabinet for a series of meetings with 
the construction union presidents. 
They want help now. They may be tough, cal­ 
lous-handed captains of their $90 billion con­ 
struction industry, but theirs is a live and let 
live philosophy. 
The nation might well watch that struggle—

Workers' 
Equal Rights 


WASHINGTON - With all the hullabaloo in 
recent years about “civil righLs 
and 
equal 
rights," it’s incredible that nothing has been 
done by Congress to spare individuals the hos­ 
tility and even penalties they suffer for refusing 
to join a labor union. 
Again and again, bills have been offered in 
Congress to safeguard the “right to work 
an 1 
the right to refrain from joining a union if one 
desires. Manv letters have been received bv 
this writer telling of the intimidation undergone 
by persons who cross picket lines or decline to 
join a union. 
Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., Democrat of North 
Carolina, who used to be a State Supreme Court 
E 
stice, has again introduced a bill calli ig for 
nate action to protect the rights of workers. 
He said to the Senate: 


“SINCE THE National Labor Relations Board 
and the Supreme Court nullified the chief objec­ 
tives of the Taft-Hartley Act in the Allis-Chai- 
mers case, unions have imposed fines on mem­ 
bers which, in some cases, have run to as high 
as $20,000 In the Aliis-Chalmers case, and in 
other instances, these fines have been imposed 
for working during a strike. 
“Now, in the Scofield case, the Supreme 
Court has ruled that it is not an unfair labor 
practice for a union to impose a fine for ex­ 
ceeding union-imposed production quotas — 
which is the same as union-imposed quotas on 
the amount of money a man can earn . . . 
“I introduced an amendment last year during 
the civil rights debate, similar to the bill I in­ 
troduce today. . . 
“Bills have been introduced for years seek­ 
ing to reverse the decisions which permit union 
fines but so far no hearings have ever been 
held or even scheduled by the responsible com­ 
mittees.’ 
Complaints of workers are numerous. One 
woman writes as follows: 
“From the first day I came with the compa­ 
ny until now, there hasn’t been a single day go 
by that two or three union members haven't 
been by to see me on the job and impress tha 
fact upon me that I must joing their union. 
They have told me repeatedly that those who 
do not join are “really given the treatment’ and 
don’t last long — they tell of how they ‘ran off 
so-an-so' because she or he didn’t join. They 
tell how badly the bosses treat those who aren't 
in the union because they know they can get 
away with it as the employe doesn’t have the 
union to protect him.” 
Lots of people have wondered why the “equal 
rights” movement has never included any 
“demonstrations" or “protests” in behalf of 
those workers who have insisted on exercising 
the privilege which the Labor Relations Act 
gives them — namely, to refrain from joining a 
union. 
Congress, in writing the Taft-Hartley Act, per­ 
mitted the states to adopt laws prohibiting com­ 
pulsory union membership and some have done 
so. But in other states the federal law’s provi­ 
sion allowing "union shop” contracts often com­ 
pel workers to join a union. 
What is the reason for the reluctance of Con­ 
gress to pass a law which will give citizens in 
one state the same rights as residents of anoth­ 
er state and do away with enforced unioniza­ 
tion? It must be assumed that the legislators in 
Congress and in many of the states are afraid 
of the political power of labor unions. 
Large sums of money are raised by organized 
effort among union members to help elect those 
candidates who are ready to do the bidding of 
labor-union leaders. Although the federal Cor­ 
rupt Practices Act says clearly that neither 
corporations nor labor unions can contribute 
money to the campaigns of candidates for fed­ 
eral office, the unions have found ways of cir­ 
cumventing the law. 


CONGRESS IS WELL AWARE of what has 
been happening but has done nothing about it. 
“Equal rights” has been widely publicized as 
a meritorious cause and the word “discrimina­ 
tion” has frequently been used to deplore any 
form of inequality as between individuals. But 
the fact Is that those persons who decline to 
join a union often find themselves harassed. 
Maybe Sen. Ervin’s attempt to get Congress 
to give equal rights to workers in America will 
get some attention. It might even lead to the 
enactment of a law on the subject if President 
Nixon lends his support to the proposed legisla­ 
tion. For it would mean a restoration of rights 
taken away from the citizens by the National 
Labor Relations Board and the Supreme Court.

her sister, the late Mrs. Lucretia Butam,

who em igrated from Rom ania, are now on perm anent dis­ 
play in the m ilitary m useum in B ucharest. 
Mrs. Butum. who cam e to Salem in 1920 and becam e an 
Am erican citizen, was given the m edals by her country for 
her heroism during World W ar I. In 1916 , she led troops of 
the R om anian Army across the Olt R iver after a tw o’day 
barrage of bullets so that they m ight m eet the invading for­ 
ces of the Austro-H ungarian Em pire. Crossing at 2 a.m ..

Later, arrested and court-m artialed as a spy , she was 
finally released and determ ined to flee the country in 19x8 , 
iust as the arm istice w as signed. She was decorated with 
high honors bv King Ferdinand I in 1919, and upon a return 
trio to her hom eland in 1938 , was given the Com m em orative 
Cross of W ar and the Medal of Victory by the Rom anian 
govf rr.m ent. 
A nephew, Andrew Chitiea, now of Los Angeles, offered 
the historic m edals to M rs. B utum ’s native countrv and the 
gift was received with gratitude bv the mi itary m useum .

Restrictions in the Ohio Re­ 
vised Code forced the half-mill 
levy, approved 
by

November 1967. to be declared 
illegal, 
making a 
new vote 
necessary on a levy which has 
been collected for a number of 
years 
The levy was being collected 
under the Ohio Revised Code, 
Section 5705.19H, which limits 
the amount to be collected for 
recreation to one-half mill. By 
rewording the ballot to conform 
with Section 5705 19A, the legal 
advisors agree that this will be 
collectable.

“ JUVENOCRACY” : Student rebellions explained. Some

a common direction worldwide seems to be pure idealism 
. . . a suicidal compulsion to exchange practical tactics for 
siLuaal acts of violence, the urge for "ruling power,” not 
lust self-rule, but total command. 
The theory holds that alienation has stronger meaning 
than the fear of “ exploitation” in the father-son relationship 
and that downfall rather than a redistribution of power is 
the nig scene. 
Words such as “ Depose, not merely succeed” are being 
flaunted as key to the generation revolt. The thesis is cov­ 
ered beautifully as authors say: 
“ Rebellions can attach 
th* mselves to carrier movements of a political nature.” 
Whoots. the nonscientifically based psychiatrists and psy- 
cho.ogists are at it again. They back up words with more 
woras. 


TALKING TURKEY: Hippies are getting it in the neck 


in Turkey. Teen-age Americans in search of freedom are 
learning the hard way that drug laws are severe in Turkey. 
Istanbul, one of the world’s hash-hippie centers, is a tunnel 
for hippie passage to the “ g rass” lands of Afghanistan and 
Pakistan. 
Hashish is a mechanically extracted essence of m ari­ 
juana 10 times more potent than even better grades of dom­ 
estic distributed pot. Turkey has statutory penalties that in­ 
clude three years in jail for possession and 20-30 years for 
exporting or importing. 
Moreover, the officials don’t fool 
around. They impose the penalties. Jails are rapidly filling 
much to the consternation of U.S., British, West German 
and other consulates.
